administered  by  the  County  Council  and  other  bodies. 

Disposal  of  sewage  and  collection  and  disposal  of 
refuse  are  under  the  control  of  your  Engineer  and  Surveyor  who 
has  been  kind  enou^  to  supply  relevant  information  about  these 
functions  for  incorporation  in  the  Report.  Responsibility  for 
the  provision  and  distribution  of  water  has  been  in  the  hands 
of  the  North  Vfest  Leicestershire  Water  Board  since  1st  April, 

1965. 


The  Staff  of  my  Department,  both  professional  and  * 
clerical,  have  worked  harmoniously  and  well  throughout  the  year, 
often  under  a good  deal  of  stress  and  I thank  them,  and 
particularly  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr  Hunter,  for 
their  help  at  all  times.  We  have  had  willing  and  amicable 
co-operation  from  all  other  Departments  of  the  Council  when  it 
has  been  necessary,  and  last  but  by  no  means  least,  we  are  well 
aware  of  the  consideration  and  courtesy  extended  to  us  by  the 
members  of  the  Council  to  whom  we  offer  our  sincere  thanks.

NATIQN/J.  i\SSISTMGE  ACTS.  ^9UB  and  1951 

No  formal  action  has  been  necessary  under  these  Acts 
during  the  year  but  a certain  amount  of  informal  action  and  quiet 
supervision  of  elderly  people  living  alone  has  been  undertaken  and, 
as  a matter  of  fact,  seems  to  have  become  part  of  the  general 
pattern.  Cases  of  this  kind  are  most  frequently  brought  to 
notice  through  the  domiciliary  nursing  service,  the  Home  Help 
Service  and  through  the  V/omen’s  Voluntary  Service  via  their  Meals 
on  VJheels  Schone, 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  the  aged  man  about 
whom  action  was  necessary  as  recorded  in  my  last  Annual  Report, 
continues  to  do  well  althou^  still  resident  in  an  institution. 


FE/lLS  on 


This  service  continued  to  function  satisfactorily 
and  in  spite  of  some  difficulties  in  recruiting  volunteers  to 
deliver  the  meals  it  is  hoped  that  it  may  be  possible  to  extend 
the  service  in  the  near  future.  It  is  e3q)ected  that  a new  van 
will  be  provided  as  a result  of  the  exertions  of  the  Coalville 
Round  Table  and  that  arrangements  will  be  made  for  the  preparation 
of  a further  twenty  meals.  It  has  been  possible  to  help  the 
organisers,  the  Women’s  Voluntary  Service,  by  vetting,  at  their 
request,  applications  for  meals.  Applicants  really  should 
understand,  however,  that  vacancies  do  not  always  exist  although 
every  effort  is  made,  and  will  continue  to  be  made,  to  fit  in 
urgent  cases. 


OID  PEOPLE'S  'NELF.m 


Little  new  or  constructive  can  be  said  in  this 
connection  except  to  mention  that  the  Chiropody  Service  Scheme 
introduced  by  the  County  Council  is  now  operating  successfully  in 
the  District,  Elderly  people  are  catered  for,  the  service  being 
provided  generally  through  Old  People's  Fellowships,  or  the  like. 
Domiciliary  treatment  can  be  had  on  a certificate  from  a doctor. 
Health  Visitor  or  District  Nurse,  A small  staiidard  charge  is  made 
for  each  individual  treatment  and  the  County  Council  make  a grant 
to  the  organisation  providing  the  service,  Althou^  tlie  service 
is  intended  principally  for  persons  of  pensionable  age,  treatment 
for  younger  physically  handicapped  persons  may  be  authorised,  each 
case  being  dealt  with  on  its  merits. 
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HOME  SilFETY 


The  Horne  Safety  Conmittee  continues  to  work  quietly 
and  we  hope  effectively.  The  theme  of  their  efforts  in  1966  was 
’*Where  there  is  Water  there  is  Danger”,  and  their  campaign  of 
that  year  culminated,  vjith  the  co-operation  of  the  local  press, 
in  a public  crossword  competition,  the  crossword  having  been 
compiled  by  a member  of  the  Cornnittee.  During  the  year  a 
successful  appearance  was  made  by  an  exhibit  in  a local  Gala,  the 
make  up  of  the  piece  being  thou^t  out  and  produced  by  other 
committee  members.  There  are  really  no  means  of  assessing  the 
worth  of  tliis  work  but  if  even  one  person  is  saved  from  injury, 
or  worse,  the  whole  effort  has  been  successful. 


FiUHLY  PLANNING 


There  is  no  local  branch  of  the  Family  Hanning 
Association  but  branches  do  exist  in  Leicester  and  Lou^borough 
and  many  local  women  make  use  of  the  facilities  available  there. 
Their  aim  is  to  help  married  people  and  those  about  to  be  married 
in  the  planning  of  their  families  by  informal  sex  education  and 
by  giving  advice  on  methods  of  scientific  contraception.  Of 
course,  general  practitioners  are  often  prepared  to  advise  their 
patients  on  these  questions  but  sometimes  they  prefer  to  refer 
them  to  the  clinics  mentioned.  The  problem  of  the  occasional 
untoward  effects  experienced  by  a proportion  of  women  taking  oral 
contraceptives  is  an  important  one  and  much  further  detailed 
study  is  required  before  definite  conclusions  can  be  drawn  about 
their  actual  degree  of  safety.  Other  methods,  e.g.  the  use  of 
intra-uterine  devices  are  becoming  increasingly  prominent  in 
medical  reports  on  the  subject. 


GERVIG/iL  CYTOLOGY 

This  is  a service  vjhldh  the  County  Council  propose 
to  bring  into  use  at  a fairly  early  date,  although  facilities 
already  exist  at  Leicester  Royal  Infirmary,  limited  to  some 
extent  by  the  availability  or  otherwise  of  tlie  necessary  technical 
staff,  whereby  "smears”  submitted  by  general  practitioners  can 
be  reported  on.  On  the  face  of  it  this  would  appear  to  be  a very 
well  worthwhile  service,  but  there  has  not  been  sufficient  time 
to  properly  assess  the  long  term  results. 
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MEDIGilL  EXi'iMINATIO^B 


During  the  year  sixteen  medical  examinations  were 
perfoimed  in  connection  with  employees  who  v/ished  to  join  the 
Council’s  Superannuation  Scheme,  or  in  connection  with  their 
general  fitness  for  work.  These  examinations  are  frequently 
carried  out  out  of  office  hours  to  suit  the  convenience  of  the 
examinee . 


CERTIFIdTTES  FOR  TRAVEL  ABROAD 


International  Certificates  of  Vaccination  against 
certain  diseases  are  required  by  many  foreign  countries  and 
generally  speaking  many  countries  have  regulations  which  differ 
from  those  imposed  by  others.  Prospective  travellers  would  be 
vjell  advised  to  ascertain  from  their  travel  agents  just  what 
immunisations  are  required  for  the  particular  country  or 
countries  they  intend  to  visit,  and  to  do  so  in  sufficient  time 
to  allow  of  their  general  practitioners  planning  their  programme 
of  injections  in  proper  sequence.  A "crash"  programme  is  never 
so  safe  nor  so  sure  as  one  to  which  sufficient  time  can  be  given. 
Most  procedures  necessary  can  be  done  throu^  the  National  Health 
Service  but  tiie  practitioner  is  permitted  to  charge  whatever  fee 
he  chooses  for  the  relevant  certificate.  His  signature  on  the 
certificate  must  be  verified  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of 
the  district  in  which  the  practitioner  practices.  Because  of 
the  great  increase  in  foreign  travel  which  has  occurred  in  recent 
years  this  requirement,  not  in  itself  a new  one,  has  meant  that 
there  has  been  a very  considerable  rise  in  the  number  of 
certificates  presented  for  authentication  of  the  certifier's 
signature. 


MEDIC/iL  LOANS  FOR  HOME  NURSING 


The  Order  of  St  John  and  the  British  Red  Cross  Society 
combine  to  provide  a service  by  v\hich  nursing  requisites  can  be 
hired  at  a more  or  less  nominal  charge.  A Medical  Loans  Depot 
exists  at  the  St  John  Ambulance  Headquarters  in  Forest  Road, 
conducted  by  members  of  the  local  Nursing  Division  and  nursing 
articles  like  rubber  sheets,  back  rests,  bed  cradles,  bedpans, 
invalid  chairs,  etc  are  available  on  application  at  certain 
prescribed  times,  as  displayed  on  the  premises  or  by  special  v 
arrangement  in  cases  of  urgent  need. 
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volunt;iry  work 


The  bald  recital  of  the  services  made  available  by 
a beneficient  State  and  the  due  acknowledgmont  of  the  valuable 
v7ork  being  done  by  those  engaged  in  them  should  not  blind  us 
to  the  fact  that  there  still  exists  a V7ide  field  for  voluntary 
service.  Such  bodies  as  the  various  Retired  People's 
Fellowships,  the  Friends  of  Market  Bosworth,  the  Friends  of 
lyiarkfield,  the  Friends  of  Staunton  Harold,  the  Society  for  the 
Mentally  Handicapped,  the  newly  formed  Spastics  Society,  the 
St  John  .imbulance  movement,  men’s,  women's,  and  National  Coal 
Board  Divisions,  the  bodies  undertaking  transport  home  of 
people  requiring  it  after  donating  blood,  and  probably  some 
others  all  deserve  well  of  the  community  and  merit  increased 
support  from  both  personnel  and  financial  aspects. 


COUNTY  COUNCIL  SERVICES 

/□.thou^  environmental  health  seirvices  are  the 
function  of  the  District  Council,  many  other  health  services 
are  provided  by  the  Leicestershire  County  Council  and  it  is 
proposed  to  mention  most  of  these  briefly  in  this  Report  as 
considerable  changes  have  taken  place  since  this  was  last 
attempted. 


The  iVmbulance  Service  and  the  Domestic  Help 
Service  vhose  headquarters,  although  situated  in  Broad  Street, 
closely  adjoin  the  new  County  Clinic  in  Avenue  Road  v\hich 
commenced  operations  in  1965,  and  to  which  reference  in  my 
Report  for  that  year  was  inadvertently  omitted,  appear  to 
function  satisfactorily  althou^  one  hea.rs  occasional  criticism 
of  the  distances  sometimes  required  to  be  travelled  particularly 
by  sitting  patients  and  of  the  discomfort  of  tlie  "ride",  I am 
sure  the  responsible  Authority  is  well  aware  of  these  criticisms 
and  will,  at  all  times,  do  its  best  to  correct  them.  Incontinence 
pads  are  now  available  on  a doctor's  certificate  and  can  be 
obtained  at  prescribed  times  from  the  Ambulance  Headquarters, 

The  Domestic  Help  Service  is  in  great  demand  and 
although  assistance  is  not  limited  to  old  people  and  to  maternity 
cases  it  would  appear  that  these  two  groups  comprise  tlie  bulk  of 
the  work.  A Washing  Centre  is  attached  to  tlie  Service's  head- 
quarters and  is  in  almost  full  use.  Maternity  outfits  can  be 
uplifted  at  these  premises. 
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The  services  available  at  the  Coimty  Clinic  include: 

i\nte-natal  instruction,  relaxation  classes,  parentcraft; 
/inte-natal  Consultant  services; 

Infant  Welfare;  Child  Guidance;  Speech  Therapy;  Audiometry; 
Ophthalmic  Services;  Orthopaedic  work;  Occupational  Therapy; 
and,  whoa  staff  is  available,  dental  care  for  expectant 
and  nursing  mothers  and  pre-school  children. 

The  Coalville  Tuberculosis  Clinic  is  now  held  at  Markfield 
Hospital  on  Friday  mornings,  without  appointment. 

Straight  x-rays  of  the  lungs  can  be  done  there  on  Mondays 
also  without  appointment. 

In  addition  child  we!Lfare  services  are  available  at 
premises  on  the  Greenhill  Estate,  EUista^ffi  Old  Church  School, 
Hugglescote  Baptist  Room,  Thringstone  Community  Centre  and 
'Whitwick  Primitive  Methodist  Schoolroom,  I have  no  doubt  that 
a lot  of  good  work  is  done  in  these  premises  whidb  cannot  be 
regarded  as  fully  satisfactory  for  the  purpose  * Welfare  foods 
are  available  at  these  centres  and  throu^  the  Women’s  Voluntary 
Service  office  in  Hotel  Street. 

Domiciliary^  Nursing  and  Midwifery  Services  have, 
in  the  main,  been  administered  and  provided  by  the  Leicestershire 
County  Nursing  Association  as  agents  for  the  County  Council  from 
the  inception  of  the  National  Health  Service  in  194^  but  this 
arrangement  was  terminated  as  from  31st  March  1966  and  the  County 
Council  itself  took  over.  The  County  Nursing  Association  and 
the  many  local  district  nursing  associations  were  doing  a 
splendid  job  for  many  years  before  1946  and  it  remains  to  be 
seen  whetJier  the  services  concerned  will  actually  improve  under 
the  new  arrangements.  It  is  pleasing  to  record  that  the 
rela.tionship  between  the  County  Council  and  the  County  Nursing 
/issociation  is  understood  to  have  been  a cordial  one  throughout. 
The  Association  hopes  to  continue  to  function  as  a charitable 
organisation. 


No  praise  can  be  high  enougli  for  the  various  nurses 
employed  locally  in  either  or  both  of  these  services.  Often 
much  overworked,  they  invariably  "come  up  smiling".  During 
the  year  only  127  births  were  registered  as  having  taken  place 
in  Coalville  but  this  by  no  means  represents  the  full  volume  of 
work  done  by  the  midwives  involved,  /uite-natal  care  and  visits 
after  early  discharge  from  hospital  after  delivery  there  constitute 
much  of  the  work  done  - althou^i,  of  course,  attendance  at  actual 
confinements  on  the  district  comprise  a very  important  and 
responsible  part  of  the  midwives’  duties. 
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I am  not  aware  that  any  health  visitors  have  been 
specially  attached  to  specific  general  practices  but  this  will 
undoubtedly  become  part  of  the  local  pattern  in  due  course. 
Diabetic  health  visiting  is  an  important  aspect  of  this  branch 
of  the  health  visiting  service,  a specially  trained  Health 
Visitor  having  been  seconded  for  this  purpose. 


OTHER  LOQ'iL  COUNTY  COUNCIL  EST/iBLiaHMEHTS 

In  TiHson  House  on  the  Greenhill  Estate  we  have 
one  of  the  new  County  Homes  being  established  throughout  the 
County.  There  is  accommodation  for  46, people  and  generally 
there  is  a long  waiting  list  for  admission.  Applications 
should  be  addressed,  usually  by  the  patient’s  own  doctor,  to 
the  County  Homes  Officer,  St  IVlartin’s,  Leicester,  Individuals 
accepted  would  generally  not  be  in  need  of  much  medical  or 
nursing  care  and  should  be  able  to  look  after  themselves 
within  reason.  The  staff  here  do  a remarkably  good  job  and 
at  the  same  time  keep  a friendlj'"  eye  on  the  occupants  of  twelve 
adjacent  bungalows  built  by  your  Authority  for  old  people. 

This  is  quite  a different  proposition  from  Chronic 
Sick  Accorrmodation  which  is  intended  for  chronically  ill  persons, 
as  the  name  indicates,  which  comes  under  the  Hospital  Service, 
and  for  admission  to  which  applications,  after  31st  I-Iarch,  1966, 
were  to  be  addressed  to  the  Leicester  Area  Geriatric  Service, 
HUlcrest  Hospital,  Leicester,  instead  of  to  the  Chronic  Sick 
Bed  Bureau  at  University  Road,  Leicester.  /idmissions  to  Chronic 
Sick  Accommodation  and  to  County  Homes  bristle  with  difficulties 
and  the  Consultant  Geriatrician  has  an  unenviable  job  in  sifting 
the  wheat  from  the  chaff. 

Not  very  far  from  Til  Ison  House,  in  Smith  Crescent, 
there  is  a Children’s  Home  with  accommodation  for  about  twelve 
children.  The  foster  mother  in  charge  is  well-loved  by  her 
charges  - it  is  easy  to  see  from  their  eyes  and  their  general 
demeanour  in  her  presence  how  well  they  think  of  her. 


MEr^IT/iL  HEiVLTH 


There  are  in  Coalville  two  training  centres  under 
this  service,  a junior  one  located  at  the  St  John  Ambulance 
Headquarters,  Forest  Road,  and  an  adult  one  conducted  in 
Stephenson  House,  Ashby  Road.  In  the  latter  the  trainee  does 
ordinary  v;ork,  some  of  it  on  sub-contract  from  local  factories 
and  each  trainee  receives  a small  monetary  reward  for  his  efforts. 
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The  standard  of  work  done  is  regarded  as  good  and  the  trainee 
feels  that  he  is  of  some  importance  in  the  community  and  an 
active  member  of  it,  so  that  benefit  accrues  to  all  concerned. 

The  County  Council  also  employs  a staff  of  Mental 
Welfare  Officers  vAio  give  help  to  patients  before  admission  to 
Mental  Hospitals  and  after  discharge  as  well  as  to  patients  who 
do  not  require  hospital  treatment*  Patients  can  be  seen  by 
appointment  at  Psychiatric  Clinics  at  Ashty  Cottage  Hospital, 
Leicester  Royal  Infirmary  and  at  Lou^borough  General  Hospital, 
but  these  services  are  arranged  by  the  respective  Hospital 
Management  Committees.  Mental  Welfare  Officers  play  an 
important  part  in  these  arrangements  and  also  in  being  available 
to  assist  general  practitioners.  Thus  close  co-operation  is 
maintained  betxveen  the  County  Council  Mental  Health  Service,  the 
Hospital  Service  and  the  Executive  Council  service  which  is 
responsible  for  general  practitioner  services.  There  is,  of 
course,  a fairly  recent  shift  of  emphasis  from  institutional 
care  to  domiciliary  care  of  the  mentally  ill  patient,  certainly 
an  attractive  idea  but  one  vhich  is  partially  dependent  for  its 
success  on  the  preparedness  of  the  patient’s  relatives  and 
friends  to  taJce  part  in  and  accept  some  respcnsibility  for  his 
supervision  at  home.  This,  unfortunately,  on  occasion  they 
are  found  to  be  reluctant  to  do. 

The  senile  mentally  ill  find  themselves  in  an 
unenviable  position,  unsuited  as  they  are  for  accommodation 
in  a County  Home  or  in  Chronic  Side  /iccommodation,  often 
unwanted  by  their  relatives,  sometimes  without  any  near 
relatives  who  mi^t  be  interested,  they  may  find  themselves 
incarcerated  in  a mental  hospital.  This  is  nothing  short  of 
tragedy  for  many  of  these  people,  so  unfortiinately  placed  in 
the  evening  of  their  days.  More  consideration  by  relatives 
or  provision  of  some  intermediate  type  of  accommodation  would 
help  to  solve  such  a problem. 


IMMUIJIBATION 


Immunisation  procedures  against  smallpox, 
poliomyelitis,  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  tetanus  and  measles 
are  carried  out  by  general  practitioners,  but  no  locally 
applicable  figures  of  the  numbers  so  treated  are  available 
although  the  response  is  understood  to  be  very  satisfactory. 
The  treatment  is  available  through  the  National  Health  Service 
and  should  as  far  as  possible  adhere  to  the  reconmended 
programme  v^iidi  is  approximately  as  follows

In  August  1966  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
addressed  circular  letters  to  general  practitioners  and  to 
parents  of  children  who  were  then  nearing  ei^teen  months  of 
age  about  vaccination  against  measles.  Leicestershire  had 
been  chosen  by  the  Medical  Piesearch  Council  to  participate  in 
a large  scale  trial  by  that  body  with  a view,  in  the  case  of 
Leicestershire,  to  finding  out  how  long  protection  acquired 
throu^  immmisation  lasts.  Since  that  date  immunisation 
against  measles  has  been  available  to  children  of  approximately 
seventeen  months  - a,nd  where  the  f.amily  doctor  prefers  not  to 
carry  out  the  treatment  the  County  Council  indicated  that  it 
was  prepared  to  make  other  arrangements. 

There  are  certain  contra-indications  to  tliis 
treatment,  the  most  common  being  convulsions  in  the  patient 
or  a family  history  of  the  same,  or  malaise  associated  with 
teething,  if  marked.  V/liere  a reaction  occurs  the  parent 
should  report  the  fact  to  the  family  doctor.  Iirmunisation 
against  measles  should  not  be  performed  within  three  weeks  of 
any  other  immunisation  procedure  nor  within  three  months  of 
an  injection  of  gaircia  globulin  and  is  not  necessary  if  the 
child  has  previoiisly  had  measles. 

B.C.G,  vaccination  of  school  leavers  continues  to 
be  offered  throu^.  the  School  Medical  Service  of  the  County 
Council,  with  a good  response.

SMLLPOX 


In  August  a case  of  suspected  minor  smallpox  in  a 
lad  who  had  moved  into  the  district  from  a neighbouring  village 
three  weeks  previously  was  brought  to  our  notice.  Pre-arranged 
action  was  instituted,  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  was 
informed,  and  after  a little  trouble  the  visit  of  a smallpox 
consultant  was  arranged  and  as  a matter  of  fact  he  was  on  the 
spot  within  two  hours  of  the  matter  being  reported.  He  had 
no  hesitation  in  diagnosing  chickenpox.  Smears  taken  to 
assist  in  the  diagnosis  were  not  satisfactory  so  Dr  Mair  of 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  offered  to  come  out  but 
by  this  time  such  action  was  not  considered  necessary.  I 
am  grateful  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  his 
staff,  to  Dr  Palmer,  Oakham,  and  to  Dr  Mair  for  advice  and 
help  in  a situation  which  proved  to  be  a false  alarm  but  which, 
if  not  so  found,  could  have  caused  much  alarm  in  the  community 
and  considerable  work  to  your  public  health  staff.  The 
patient’s  home  was  visited  on  several  occasions  during  his 
illness  as  a precaution  - he  made  a satisfactory  recovery. 


INFANTILE  MDRTilLITY 

The  infantile  mortality  rate,  the  neo-natal 
mortality  rate,  the  early  neo-natal  mortality  rate,  the  peri- 
natal mortality  rate  and  tlie  still-birth  rate  are  all  above  the 
rates  for  England  and  Wales  as  a viiole  and  for  Leicestershire 
in  particular.  So  far  as  the  infantile  mortality  rate  itself 
is  concerned  prematurity  was  given  as  the  cause  or  a contributory 
cause  of  death  in  five  cases  of  the  total  of  ten  and  upper 
respiratory  infection  in  three  cases.  In  both  groups  congenital 
abnormalities,  now  notifiable  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  were  also  associated  with  one  death.  The  causes  of 
still-births  are  mostly  related  to  placental  insufficiency  and 
v\hen  taken  together  with  the  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year 
rather  a gloomy  picture  is  presented.  More  than  one  cause 
there  must  be  but  it  is  difficult  to  highlight  any  particular 
one.  The  outstanding  preventive  factor  must  be  found,  surely, 
in  efficient  and  regular  ante-natal  care  with  the  provision  of 
ante-natal  beds  v^ere,  for  instance,  expectant  mothers  with 
raised  blood  pressure  requiring  more  rest  than  can  probably  be 
obtained  at  home  can  be  admitted  for  such  pericxis  of  adequate 
bed  rest  as  are  required

WATER  SUPPLY 


There  were  no  restrictions  in  the  supply  of  mains 
water  during  the  year. 

Some  ccxnplaints  were  received  about  colour  or  taste 
but  four  samples  examined  ba.cteriologically  were  found  to  be 
satisfactory. 


The  Water  Board  Engineer  is  now  unable  to  provide 
information  relating  to  consumption  and  output  from  the  various 
sources  of  supply. 

9,290  houses  in  your  district  have  a mains  supply 
of  water  and  it  is  estimated  that  these  houses  are  occupied  by 
27,970  persons;  The  remaining  ten  houses,  occupied  by  some 
thirty  persons , are  supplied  from  vjells . 


DRAINAGE  AI^ID  SEl’/ERAGE 
Hermitage  Road 

The  relaying  of  the  sewer  in  two  phases  in  Hermitage 
Road,  damaged  by  underground  mining  operations,  was  completed 
during  the  year. 

Battle flat 

The  joint  schane  with  Market  Bosworth  Rural  District 
Council  for  main  drainage  of  the  Battleflat  and  Shaw  Lane  area 
was  commenced  in  Iferch  1966.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  laying 
of  sev;ers  was  almost  completed,  pumping  station  erected  and 
equipment  tested,  and  it  was  anticipated  the  scheme  would  be 
operational  within  a matter  of  a few  weelo. 


Snarrows  Sewage  Disposal  Vforks 

There  were  indications  at  the  beginning  of  the  year 
that  the  Contractors  employed  on  the  reconstruction  works  were 
in  financial  difficulties,  and  it  was  no  surprise  to  hear  that 
the  firm  was  going  into  liquidation,  and  their  labour  was 
withdrawn  from  the  site  in  early  February. 
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. protracted  negotiations  Messrs  Calvenley  and 

Sons  Ltd  offici^y  recoirmenced  xvork  on  this  contract  on  the 
25th  July,  and  initially  progress  was  rather  slow  but  towards 
the  latter  end  of  the  year  the  labour  force  was  built  up.  The 
contract  is  due  for  completion  by  September  I967. 


PUBLIC  CIEANSHnIG  MB  SALVAGE 

A weelcLy  collection  of  refuse  was  maintained  during 
1966,  a total  of  55 “1, 606  dustbins  having  been  en^tied.

In  addition  one  10  cu.yd,  Karrier  Gamecock  and  two 
men  are  employed  on  the  emptying  of  pails  and  the  collection  of 
salvage . 


Disposal  of  refuse  is  by  controlled  tipping  at 
Ashby  Road  and  Standard  Hill. 

Wastepaper  is  collected  at  the  same  time  as  refuse 
from  domestic  properties,  a separate  collection  is  made  from 
shops,  factories  and  offices.  The  total  of  wastepaper  sold 
during  the  year  increased  to  714  tons  as  compared  with  624  tons 
in  1965.  A bonus  of  £4  per  ton  is  distributed  amongst  the 
refuse  collectors  and  the  workmen  operating  the  baling  press 
over  the  basic  target  of  20  tons  per  month.  The  amount  of 
bonus  distributed  during  the  year  was  £1,896. 

At  the  present  time  salvage  is  collected  from  shops 
and  factories  without  charge. 

A charge  of  lOd  per  bin  is  made  for  collection  of 
trade  waste.  Combined  house/shop  premises  are  allowed  two  bins 
per  week  free  of  charge  as  are  premises  with  a rateable  value 
of  £300  or  more.

A^INUAL  REPCET  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  BISPECTOR 


To  the  Ghairman  and  Members  of  the 
Coalville  Urban  District  Council. 


Mr  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report 
on  the  work  performed  by  your  Public  Health  Inspectors  during 
1966. 


There  were  no  major  changes  in  the  law  governing 
environmental  health  but  new  Regulations  regarding  meat  inspection 
came  into  operation.  Thus  for  the  first  time  local  authorities 
are  able  to  exercise  some  measure  of  control  over  the  hours 
during  which  slaughtering  may  take  place.  This  may  not  appear 
to  be  very  important  in  Coalville  where  we  have  been  able  for  a 
number  of  years  to  inspect  every  carcase  without  having  to  be 
at  the  slaughterhouse  seven  days  a week  and  twelve  hours  a day. 

In  many  areas  however  slaughtering  has  been  taking  place  over 
such  periods  of  time,  and  it  has  apparently  not  been  possible 
to  achieve  lOO/o  meat  inspection^  There  should  now  be  no  excuse 
anywhere  for  failure  to  do  this  for  it  is  now  required  that  all 
meat  will  have  to  be  retained  for  inspection  and  before  it  is 
released  for  human  consumption  it  will  have  to  be  passed  by  a 
local  authority  inspector  and  stamped  by  him. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  Regulations  were  issued 
dealing  with  food  hygiene  in  markets,  stalls  and  delivery 
vehicles.  As  mobile  shops  vjill  now  be  under  control  this  will 
be  a major  step  forward  in  this  field.  The  Regulations  will 
operate  from  the  1st  January,  196?. 

I would  take  this  opportunity  of  paying  tribute  to 
the  members  of  my  staff  who  throughout  the  year  have  given  of 
their  best  without  regard  to  their  own  personal  convenience. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee  for  their  interest  and  enthusiasm  and  to  Dr  Hamilton 
and  the  other  Officers  of  the  Council  for  their  support  at  all 
times.

The  Council  have  continued  to  operate  two  residential 
caravan  sites  on  land  at  Ellistown.  The  main  site  is  laid  out 
for  thirty  caravans  and  the  smaller  site  had  planning  permission 
for  six  vans  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

This  latter  site  is  provided  for  itinerants  and 
application  has  been  made  to  extend  the  available  pitches  to  nine. 

Progress  was  made  during  the  year  in  lajdng  out  some 
new  standings  on  the  main  site  with  improved  drainage  facilities 
and  water  supply.  Difficulties  arose  during  the  year  with  the 
hot  water  i^iiich  is  obtained  from  a tank  fitted  with  a 45  KWH 
immersion  heater.  This  is  of  course  thermostatically  controlled 
and  power  is  supplied  on  the  "Off  Peak"  tariff,  viz  7.30  p.m.  to 
7.30  a.m. , and  2.0  p.m.  to  4.0  p.m.  Unfortunately  the  towns  water 
has  a high  degree  of  hardness  and  unless  extreme  care  is  taken  in 
selecting  the  cut  off  temperature  considerable  furring  up  occurs, 
especially  around  the  heater  elements,  ma.king  the  thermostat 
ineffective.  Tnis  failure  of  control  shortens  the  life  of  the 
heater  by  allowing  of  the  accumulation  of  scale,  thus  burning  out 
the  elements.  During  the  year  tests  were  carried  out  and  by 
moving  the  thermostat  from  the  heater  and  fixing  it  elsewhere  in 
the  boiler  more  positive  control  has  been  obtained  with  we  hope 
a reduction  in  the  scaling. 

The  demand  for  sites  appeared  to  fall  off  towards 
the  end  of  the  year  and  at  the  31st  December  we  had  a number  of 
vacant  plots. 


As  win  be  seen  from  the  tr.ble  above  19  caravans  are 
stationed  on  individual  sites.  In  addition  there  are  two 
private  sites,  one  for  seven  caravans  and  another  for  eight.  It 
was  found  necessary  during  the  year  to  take  legal  proceedings  for 
failure  to  comply  with  the  conditions  of  the  licence  in  connection 
with  one  of  these  sites.

PUBLIC  SV/B'IMING  BATHS 


The  only  Public  Swimming  Bath  in  your  area  is  the 
one  o^^aied  by  the  Council  and  situated  in  Avenue  Road. 

The  Bath  has  a capacity  of  SO, 000  gallons,  water 
for  filling  being  obtained  from  the  public  supply. 

Treatment  is  by  filtration  and  dilorination  and  the 
pumps  are  designed  to  change  the  bath  water  at  least  every  four 
hours. 


Dailj^  tests  of  the  water  were  mde  for  chlorine 
residual  and  alkalinity  and  in  addition  sixty-two  samples  of 
bath  water  were  taken  by  your  Inspectors,

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AIR  POLLUTION 


There  is  little  of  note  to  report  in  connection  with 
this  matter,  Ihe  level  of  pollution  as  measured  by  the 
volumetric  method  at  the  Municipal  Offices  has  over  the  past  year 
or  two  been  fairly  constant  both  in  relation  to  smoke  and  sulphur 
dioxide,  althou^  it  is  somewhat  less  than  it  was  when  we  first 
started  recordings  some  six;  years  ago.  This  is  no  doubt  due 
in  the  main  to  the  disappearance  of  the  coal-fired  locomotives 
and  the  almost  complete  elimination  of  dark  smoke  from  industrial 
furnaces.  One  should  not  forget  however,  the  contribution  to 
clean  air  being  made  by  those  public  spirited  householders  who 
have  ceased  to  burn  raw  coal  and  have  installed  some  other 
forms  of  smokeless  heating. 

Five  notifications  were  received  under  Section  3 
of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956  (intention  to  instal  furnaces)  and 
these  included  three  applications  for  "prior  approval".  After 
some  amendment  all  these  approvals  were  granted. 


RODENT  CONTROL 


A full  time  pest  officer  is  employed  by  your  authority 
and  the  district  is  systematically  inspected  for  infestations, 

A charge  based  on  the  hourly  wage  rate  of  the  operator,  plus  the 
cost  of  materials  and  establishment  charges  is  made  for  the 
treatment  of  business  premises.  Private  houses  are  treated 
free  of  charge. 

Refuse  tips  and  sewage  works  were  visited  at  least 
once  every  week  and  treated  as  necessary. 

No  major  infestations  were  discovered. 

Sewer  treatments  were  carried  out  during  the  year.

HOUSING 


We  continued  throughout  the  year  in  our  efforts  to 
deal  with  unfit  houses  either  by  repair  or  representation.  I 
have  been  disappointed  by  the  failure  to  obtain  permission  to 
build  in  some  parts  of  your  district.  In  these  areas  we  are 
being  forced  to  retain  houses  which  have  long  passed  their 
useful  life.  Houses  which,  au^t  to  be  cleared  in  order  to 
make  room  for  new  ones.  New  ones  i^hich  would  be  built  to 
accommodate  families  who  have  no  desire  to  be  moved  away  from 
their  normal  surroundings. 

In  addition  there  is  a need  for  comprehensive 
redevelopment  sdi ernes  of  areas  with  a preponderance  of  old 
properties . Such  redevelopment  on  a proper  plan  would  give 
a much  needed  face  lift  to  these  areas  and  enable  many 
environmental  improvements  to  be  carried  out. 

During  the  j^ar  thirty-one  demolition  orders  and 
four  closing  orders  were  made.
